Autin, Texas, June 21.—Wom­ 
e n ’s w'ork is never done, runs the 
old saying. But Texas women’s 
work will be done, and she w’ill 
have more time for leisure hereaf­ 
ter as the result of a new' labor 
law', w’hcih is today starting its 
first week. 
This law' provides for 54 hours 
labor, except in emergencies, for 
operatives 
in 
factories, 
mines, 
t mills, laundries, mechanical and 
mercantile establishments, hotels, 
restaurants, state institutions and 
other occupations. W hile in the 
cotton woolen and worsted busi- 
^ uess they may be worked sixty 
hours a week, they must receive 
extra pay for all time over fifty- 
four hours. 
Under the fifty-four hour law a 
woman in the occupations speci­ 
fied may work nine hours a day, 
but if she does do extra time in 
ease of emergency, she must re­ 
ceive double pay for the overtime. 
Laundresses, stenographers and 
pharmacists do not have life quite

Canning Company Fats Out Good 
Quality of Products. 
The Canning company the past 
week have put out several hun­ 
dred cans of different products. 
They have had some trouble in de­ 
termining what they w’ould be able 
to pay for fruit and vegetables, 
owing to the fact that each differ­ 
ent product had to be experiment­ 
ed on to see the amount of waste 
and the amount of good material 
produced. 
They have also had 
difficulty in getting produce to 
can. 
So far the peaches are sel­ 
dom suitable for canning, as the 
variety ripening at present is too 
soft. 
Mr. Cadenhead who now has ac­ 
tive charge of the canning says 
that they can handle most

fruit, provided it is brought in in 
good condition.

NOT AN UNFRIENDLY ATTITUDE 
The American note to Germany of »June 29th con­ 
tained nothing to justify former Secretary of State 
Bryan in the preposterous attitude of protest that 
culminated in his inopportune and melodramatic 
resignation. 
In no way is it more drastic or less 
friendly than the note of May the 15th, which Mr. 
Bryan signed. 
It is restrained and dignified in 
style and friendly in tone. The press of the country 
has given it almost unanimous approval. 
It again 
insists that tin* United States stands for observ­ 
ance of the principles of international law and hu­ 
manity in maritime warefare. 
With regard to the 
German allegations that the Lusitania was armed, 
or had in other ways impaired her standing as a 
peaceful merchantman, the note points out with 
dignity and emphasis that this government ascer­ 
tained her status before allowing her to sail. 
A clever diplomatic stroke is shown in the way 
in which this government renews its offer to take 
up, on behalf of Germany, any propositions that 
government may care to make to 
Britain. 
■ *whereby the character and conditions of war up­ 
on the sea may be changed.” In this way the note 
is deprived of any suspicion of being in tin* nature 
of an ultimatum and Germany is given an opportun­ 
ity to make concessions without loss of dignity. 
Suave, even friendly, as tin* tone of the note is. 
however, it firmly reiterates that the lives of non- 


c o m b a t a n t s cannot lawfully or rightfully be put in 
jeopardy by tin* capture or destruction of an unre­ 
sisting merchantman and insists on the obligation to 
ascertain whether or not a suspected merchantman

Some Early Comanche 
History Preserved In Chief 


We are indebted to Mr. J. 1. 
Brinson for tin* following clipping 
from the Chief of some half a g en ­ 
eration ago. We also have anoth­ 
er article about the murder of 
Deputy Sheriff Webb, 
and 
the 
trial and conviction 
of Hardin 
that we will reprint in a subse­ 
quent issue.

John Wesley Hardin. 
The Chief acknowledges the re 
ceipt from the publishers. Smith & 
Moore, Seguin, Texas, of a biog­ 
raphy of the noted desperado, Jno 
Wesley Hardin, written by his 
own hand while in the penitenti­ 
ary. In glancing through the vol­ 
ume we were struck with the ex­ 
treme youthfulness of the 
man 
who terrorized the state for years. 
His first victim was a negro police 
officer under the E. J. Davis re­ 
gime, while he (Hardin) was only 
15 years old. This set him adrift, 
cut him loose from home influen­ 
ces and started him on his career 
of crime. He learned to gamble, 
and run horse races, to curse, to 
drink, and the thirst for blood 
became an unquenchable appetite. 
He declared ni this book that he 
never willfully and maliciously 
killed a single man, out of the 2fi 
that he claims to have sent into 
eternity. He strongly insists that 
he killed Webb at Comanche only 
in self defense, and is bitter in his 
denunciation of those who took 
part in the mobbing of his brother 
Joe. He says that he stood at his 
brother's grave one mile north- 
* west of Comanche one 
night in 
August, 1874, when the citizens in 
arms were hunting him down, and 
took an oath that he would kill the 
mien who took the life of his borth- 
i?r. 
There is no doubt much fiction 
in the book, but it is interesting 
reading to those who care for such 
dare-devil literature. 
According 
to his version he came out victori­ 
ous in every fight, was never to 
blame in any difficulty, won at 
every gambling table and was a 
hero generally. He tells of study­ 
ing theology in the penitentiary, 
and of becoming superintendent 


of the Sunday school 
there; ot 
studying law in prison; of secur­ 
ing his license to practice, after 
his pardon. 
He lived a little more than a 
year after his release from con 
finement. Selman, a desperado, 
killing him at El Paso by shooting 
him in the back of the head. Har­ 
din never knew who assassinated 
him. 
When he killed Webb at Coman­ 
che, he was, on that day. May 2b. 
1874, .just 21 years old. Think of 
that—killed his last man and end­ 
ed his career of outlawry on his 
21st birthday—26 men killed and 
the State of Texas terrorized by 
a boy. His father was a minister 
of the Methodist church as is in­ 
dicated by his son's name, John 
Wesley. He married at 18 years 
л age, his wife dying just before

his pardon. He married again in 
a short time. 
Two children sur­ 
vive him. a boy and a girl by his 
first wife, who are living some­ 
where in South Texas now.

killing of W ebb, as told 
to the 
Chief reporter by Mr. (J. A. Chil­ 
ton. one of the oldest and most 
respected citizens of the county: 
The whole town of Comanche 
was under arms, the citizens be­ 
ing 
organized 
into 
companies, 
with a captain and Other officers. 
They were scouring the country 
for Hardin, and were in a state 
of alarm over the report that was 
curernt, that John Wesley Hardin 
would burn the town and annihil­ 
ate the citizens thereof for the 
killing of his brother. Mr. Chilton 
says that Hardin was at that time 
in Florida, but the people knew it 
not, and he, as one of the “ minute 
men,” had orders to arrest any 
Ntranger and bring hint before the 
commanding officer. 
Mr. Chilton was stationed near 
the northwest corner of the square 
one stormy night. The rain came 
down in torrents. 
Suddenly on 
the rain-soaked air came the noise 
of approaching feet. Slowly, with 
measured tread, came the slosh— 
it was without doubt Hardin or 
one of his men coming in to spy 
out the 
ground. 
Mr. Chilton s 
knees began to shake from the 
cold night air; he raised his gun 
as deliberately as he could and 
placed the muzzle to his shoulder 
—that was his favorite way of 
holding a gun under such circum­ 
stances.

We printed last week a formula 
for cheeking the ravages of the 
boll weevil, but since there was 
considerable 
work 
necessary to 
make a success of it we have an­ 
other to submit that does not re­ 
quire so much hard work. We fee 
sure that this one will be the most 
popular when the weather begins 
to get hotter. 
The plan is to make a solution 
as follows: 
Lubricating oil, 1 gallon; moth 
balls, 1 pound; boil together am 
when dissolved add one pint o 
tar, either pine or coal tar, and 
mix with 5 gallons of kerosene oil. 
Gunny sacks saturated with this 
solution are attached to the single 
trees of a plow or cultivator and 
dragged automatically over the 
cotton as tlie plowing is done. 
The fumes of the mixture drive 
the weevil from the cotton plant, 
and. as the fumes remain on the 
plants a long time, the weevil will 
not soon return to the attack. Re­ 
peated dragging of the sacks over 
the plants 
every 
few 
days, or 
twice a week, even though it is 
done without th plow, by someone 
riding horseback up and down the 
rows, will keep the weevil off the 
cotton to the extent of allowing it 
to put on fruit.

C E N T R A L B O A R D S A F A IL U R E . 
Complet« separation carries with It 
separate control. Independent boards 
for each of the three State instltu 
tlons, known as the University, A. & 
M. College and the School of Indus­ 
trial Arts for White Girls. I* this 
wise? Is It best for our educational 
system? If It is, then the amendment 
now under consideration providing for ^ 
separation ought to be adopted. This 
amendment will establish each an In­ 
dependent school with its own govern­ 
ing board. The best authorities in the 
United States on this question are all 
agreed. 
Prof. Arthur Lefevre, in his able 
work. “The Organization and Admin­ 
istration of a State's Institution* of 
Higher Education,” plainly show* the 
failure of a central board of control. 
He says: 
“The States that have had any ex­ 
perience w’lth central boards of con­ 
trol are Florida, Georgia, Iowa, Mis­ 
sissippi, Montana. Oklahoma, Oregon. 
South 
Dakota and 
West Virginia. 
Their 
practices, 
in 
my 
judgment, 
represent the worst possible devices. 
The opinions of men dependent upon 
the central boards are conflicting, but 
the short history reveals only warn­ 
ing examples.” 
Dr. Van Hise, president of the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin, on the same sub­ 
ject, says: 
"If there be a central hoard which 
is to govern several institutions at 
different localities, it will be impossi­ 
ble to get the best men of a State 
to give sufficient time to master the 
details iu reference to them. 
They 
would be unwilling to take a position 
involving 
responsibility for several * 
institutions 
at 
different 
locations. 
Further, if compensation be offered, 
the fact that the service is not free 
will make men of the highest type/ 
reluctant to take postions on suctfcv 
boards. 
To illustrate: 
At the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin, for many years* 
we had the services of Colonel Wil­ 
liam F. Vilas. 
No cash estimate of 
the value of this service can be made. 
The larger part of his estate will also 
finally go to the university. Nothing 
could have induced Colonel Vilas to 
accept the place of regent with com­ 
pensation. 
If the compensation of a 
board be small, It will be composed 
of inferior men; if it be large, places 
on the board will be sought by unfit 
men, and It will he extremely difficult 
to fill the positions without political 
interference. 
“A difficulty with central boards* 
which has appeared as a result of ex­ 
perience, is that some of the men are 
Interested 
in 
one 
institution 
and 
others in another; and this has led 
to trading back and forth in grants 
to the different Institutions. 
"It is possible in such a board to 
have the special friends and cham­ 
pions of each of the institutions, and 
then you have the same collisions and 
collusion of interest that you have in 
a city council or other bodies of simi­ 
lar character. 
"Another 
difficulty 
with 
central 
hoards created at one time is that a 
break is thus made in the continuity 
of the government of an institution. 
The recognized aims and practices 
which have grown up through many 
years are likely to be ignored by a 
new hoard having no knowledge of or 
experience with the several institu­ 
tions which they are to govern.” 
If the amendment separating the A. 
& M. College from the University Is 
defeated, we may expect the two 
schools to be placed under one l*>ard, 
thereby augmenting friction and in­ 
ternal strife, which will hinder the 
growth and development of these two 
great Institutions and retard the ad­ 
vancement of higher education in 
Texas. 
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The success of the Sackett resolu­ 
tion, the constitutional amendment 
divorcing the A & M. College and the 
State University, to be \oted upon 
on July 24. depends largely upon the 
peo) le of Brazos County. Every man 
In the county without a single excep­ 
tion can aid in this campaign, and it 
is the duty of all to get to work at 
once. The great tiling needed is for 
you to tell your friends in other parts 
of the State what the resolution is 
and what it means.

House joint resolution No. 34. sep­

U nder the term s of House joint 
resolution No. 34, better known as 
the Sackett resolution, a part of the 
perm anent university fund is to be 
transferred to the A. & M. College. 
It has been so long since the college 
has shared in the proceeds of this 
fund that some people have received 
the impression th a t It has no Interest 
In th a t fund. 
W hat are the facta? 
1. 
Section 11 of article 7 of the 
constitution sets aside certain lands 
for “the University of T exas” and 
creates the perm anent university fund. 
Section 13 m akes the A. & M. College 
a branch of the university. 
It follows 
th a t the college has an equity In the 
perm anent university fund. 
2. 
Again, by section 15 an addition­ 
al grant of one million acres is made 
for "the University of Texas,” and 
this land Is specifically appropriated 
for “the endowment, m aintenance and 
support of said university and its 
branches.” The same conclusion fol­ 
lows. 
8. 
What conclusion is to be drawn 
from contemporaneous construction? 
Let ua see. 
The Legislature has evi­ 
dently taken the view that the per­ 
manent university fund was intended 
In part for the A. & M. College. 
Out 
of this fund the following amounts 
have been appropriated to the college: 
By the Sixteenth Legislature 
(1879) .......... ................................ $15,000 
By the Seventeenth Legislature 
(1881) 
15,000 
By the Eighteenth Legislature 
(1883) 
10,000 
By the N ineteenth Legislature 
(1885) 
10,000 
By the Tw entieth Legislature 
(1887) 
10,000 
T he constitution was 
adopted in 
1876; the A. & M. College was open­ 
ed In 1876; the university was opened 
In 1883. T here can be no doubt as 
to the belief of the public m en of that 
time. 
The conclusion is inevitable: 
T he Agricultural and Mechanical Col­ 
lege has an equity in the perm anent 
university fund. 
T he Sackett resolution recognizes 
this equity and proposes an appor­ 
tionm ent which was considered just 
and fair by the Thirty-fourth Legis­ 
lature. 
The 
proposed 
am endm ent 
ought to be adopted. 


L E T T H E M BE DIVORCED. 
T he Corsicana Sun thus rem arks on 
a pending am endm ent to the State 
Constitution: 
‘The divorcement of the A. & M. 
College and the State University Is a 
question that the people of the State 
are being called upon to decide. 
It 
Is being urged by the friends and sup­ 
porters of divorcem ent that this is 
’strictly 
an 
educational 
measure, 
wholly free from any taint of com­ 
mercialism and should therefore be 
properly presented to the voters.’ 
To 
this end an executive committee with 
R. T. Milner, manager, has been or­ 
ganized for the purpose of convinc­ 
ing the people that it is to their inter­ 
est as it is to the cause of education 
to separate these two great educa­ 
tional institutions. 
It is a time when 
the people should take that interest 
th a t will enable them to vote with 
thorough knowledge and perfect un­ 
derstanding 
of 
what they think is 
best.” 
W a 
rather 
think 
that 
the 
two 
schools should be granted a divorce. 
After that, however, each should be 
given its own field of ‘work without 
trespass. The A. & M. College should 
oe that and nothing more, and the U. 
of T. should touch agriculture and me­ 
chanics only theoretically. The State 
Department of Agriculture should be 
abolished and its duties given to A. & 
M. 
As things now stand, the ma­ 
chinery is too complicated, being add­ 
ed cost at the expense of efficiency. 
—W aco Times-Herald. 


On July 24 the voters of T e x a s are 
to pa** upon six constitutional am end­ 
ments submitted by the Thirty-fourth 


Legislature. 
Among tneni Is House 
Joint Resolution No. 34. better known 
as the Hackett resolution. 
It concerns 
the State institutions for higher edu­ 
cation. 
It dcHcrves the support of all 
who *tand for the advancement of the 
cause of education 
It Is »greed by 
all who are familiar with the subject 
that the existing provisions of the con­ 
stitution in regard to these institu­ 
tions are not satisfactory. 
The ob­ 
ject of this statem ent is to point out 
the respects wherein the existing pro­ 
visions are unsatisfactory, 
and 
the 
ways in which the proposed am end­ 
m ent will bring about better condi­ 
tions. 
The constitutional provisions 
affecting the Institutions for higher 
•duration are found in article 7, sec­ 
tions 10 to 15. 
These provisions as 
they now stand are unsatisfactory. 
1. 
No money can be appropriated 
out of the general revenue for the 
erection of buildings for the Univer­ 
sity of Texas. 
In one section of article 7 provision 
is made for the establishm ent of a 
university "of the flr*t class;" in an ­ 
other section the use of money out 
of the general revenue for buildings 
for the university is prohibited. 
Section 14 now reads: 
“The Legislature shall, also, when 
deemed practicable, establish and pro­ 
vide for the m aintenance of a college 
or branch university for the Instruc­ 
tion of the colored youths 
of 
the 
State, to be located by a vote of the 
people; provided, that no tax shall be 
levied and no money appropriated out 
of the general revenue, either for this 
purpose' or for the establishm ent and 
erection of the buildings of the Uni­ 
versity of Texas,** 
It is passing strange th at the in­ 
hibition against the use of money out 
of the general revenue should appear 
as a “rider” in ths section which pro­ 
vide* 
for 
the 
establishm ent of a 
school for negroes. 
The urgent need 
Of 
buildings 
has 
been 
repeatedly 
stated by the board of regents in the 
m ost emphatic terms. 
The proposed 
amendment doe* not give the univer­ 
sity any buildings; it m erely empow­ 
ers 
the 
Legislature to appropriate 
money for that purpose. 
Who would 
contend that the Legislature ought not 
to have that power? 
2. 
The relation of the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College to the Univer­ 
sity are not satisfactorily determ ined 
by the present provisions of the con­ 
stitution. 
Nobody knows 
to 
a cer­ 
tainty 
what 
these 
relations 
are. 
Technically, by section 13. the college 
Is a "branch” of the university. Is it. 
then, lawful to appropriate money out 
of the general revenue for buildings 
for the college? 
It 
has 
generally 
been held th a t it is lawful; but at 
least one Governor has held that it 
Is not. 
T here 
is 
the 
ever-present 
danger that after the Legislature has 
voted money for buildings for the col­ 
lege, the appropriation will be vetoed 
by the Governor 
on 
constitutional 
grounds. 
Surely 
this 
uncertainty 
ought to be removed. 
These two are serious objections to 
the constitutional provisions as they 
now stand. The benefits to be secured 
by the adoption 
of 
the 
proposed 
am endm ent are of prime importance. 
1. 
The Legislature will be author­ 
ized in its discretion to appropriate 
money for buildings for the univer­ 
sity, the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College, 
the 
College 
of 
Industrial 
A rts and to provide otherwise for 
their support. 
2. 
The Agricultural and Mechani­ 
cal College will be separated from 
the University and made an independ­ 
ent college. 
Conditions demand 
that 
this 
be 
done. 
In no other way will the col­ 
lege be able to be of the highest ser­ 
vice to the people. 
If the people were 
Just establishing a system of higher 
institutions they might well consider 
the plan of erecting one comprehen­ 
sive 
institution 
whose 
functions 
should include all the activities now 
carried on by the existing institu­ 
tions. 
There are strong argum ents 
on both sides of that question. 
But 
the time 
for 
its 
consideration has 
passed. 
The Agricultural 
and 
M e­ 
chanical College has been in exist­ 
ence thirty-nine years; 
the 
Univer 
sity of Texas thirty-two years. Each 
has its own history, its own traditions, 
Its own individuality, its own ideals 
It is too late to think of consolidât-, 
ing them. They are now in effect two 
independent institutions and have al­ 
ways been so. 
The technicality un­ 
der which the college is considered 
as a part of ths University Is little 
more than a legal fiction. 
It has led 
to uncertainty and friction and has 
stood in the way of the full develop­ 
ment of the Agricultural and Meehan* 
ical College. The ideal for tho col­ 
lege is a school of technology of the 
first rank. It can never become such 
while it remains a “branch” of another 
Institution, with vexatious questions

llveth," but farming is the biggest 
business on earth, and there is more 
water in its financial transaction than 
that of any other Industry. 
There is 
as much water in a farm er's note 
drawing eight or ten per cent interest 
when other lines of industry secure 
money for four or five per ceut per 
annum, as there is in a business pay­ 
ing a reasonable compensation upon 
the face value of securities repre­ 
senting an Investment of only fifty 
cents on the dollar. 
The only dif­ 
ference is, the water is iu the interest 
rate in one instance and in the secur­ 
ities in the other 
The promoter ofttimes takes chanoes 
and his success is contingent upon 
the development of the property In­ 
volved but the usurer, as a rule, takes 
no chances and his success cripples 
the property involved 
There may be 
Industries that cry louder but none 
that suffer more severely from finan­ 
cial immorality in both law and cus­ 
tom than that of agriculture. 
The farmers of America today are 
paying $200,000,000 
per 
annum 
in 
usury 
on 
real 
estate 
and 
ct^attel 
loans, and this interest capitalized 
at five per cent, represents $4,000,000,- 
000 of fictitious values which the farm­ 
er is paying interest on. This sum of 
money is almost equal to the annual 
value of crops produced in the United 
States. 
The earning power of the farm er’s 
note*based upon his Interest rate very 
nearly divides likes the earth's sur­ 
face—three-fourths 
water 
and 
one- 
fourth land. 
The largest body of wa­ 
ter that floats upon the financial hem­ 
isphere now rests upon the farms 
and its waves are dashing and its 
billows are rolling against seven mil­ 
lion homes threatening ruin and dis­ 
aster to the prosperity of the nation. 
Will our public servants who under­ 
stand how to drain the liquid off In­ 
dustrial properties turn the faucet and 
let the water off the farms?
